hit area — Oregon and Northern 
California. 


Nearly two feet of snow Was 


reported in the Siskiyou Moun- 
tains, near the Orego nborder, 
with continued snow forecast for 
the next 24 hours. 


A force of 25 helicopters or- 


dered to Yreka, relief opera- 
tions center for Klamath and 
Salmon River refugees,, could 
not take off from Stead. Air 
Force Base in Nevada because 
of the storm. 


The turn to cold dropped the 


snow level to 1,000 feet eleva- 
tion. 


The Columbia dropped enough 


in Washington to permit start of 
cleanup work. The flood threat 
anneared over in Idaho but the 
little town of St. Joe, population 
75. in the Panhandle, still-was 
without electricity. In Nevada 
the Truckee River withdrew its 
threat to Reno.

Flu Epidemic

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Public Health Service predicts 
the nation will escape any big 
flu outbreak this winter. 


There have been only a few 


local concentrations of Asian or 
other types of influenza so far 
this year. There probably would 
have been many more if a ma- 
jor epidemic were imminent, 
the service noted. 


The 
agency 
again 
recom- 


mended vaccinations, especially 
for those in "high-risk" groups 
— pregnant women, the elderly 
and those with heart trouble or 
other chronic diseases. 


In 
response 
to 
questions, 


health service officials said all 
signs indicate no widespread 
epidemic will hit the country, 
although there is always the 
possibility 
of 
localized out- 


breaks. 


The present situation, they 


said, bears out forecasts made 
last summer by an advisory 
committee to the surgeon gener- 
al. 


In general, those forecasts 


were that the 1964-65 winter sea- 
son shapes up as a compara- 
tively light year on flu for two 
reasons: 


1. As regards Asian, or type 


A-2 flu — the newest and most 
feared type in recent years — 
the nation suffered widespread 
outbreaks in 1962-1963; and the 
West Coast and parts of south- 
ern Minnesota were hit hard by 
the same virus last winter. The 
experts feel the betting aver- 
ages are against another major 
outbreak so soon after those. 


. As for influenza "type-B" 


— another major form — wide- 
spread epidemics are relatively 
rare anyway. The United States 
was hit by a tough one as re- 
cently as 1961-62.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Pentagon says the big bulk of 
the approximately 22,000 Ameri- 
can military men serving in 
South Viet Nam are there be- 
cause they were ordered there 


• not bcause thy volunteered. 
It adds that "no formal in- 


ducements" are being made to 
get volunteers to sign up for 
duly there. 


When the United States began 


giving military aid to South Viet 
Nam four years ago, a substan- 
tial part — if not an actual ma- 
jority — of the. American mili- 
tary men who went over to help 
in the war against Communist 
guerrillas were volunteers. 


In answer to a question, th£ 


Defense Department said today 
that now "most people of ail 
services are assigned as indi- 
viduals, with few exceptions." 


These exceptpins include, in 


addition to the individual volun- 
teers, units which are deployed 
to the war zone. These include 
Army Special Forces outfits and 
crews of Marine helicopter units 
which are rotated on Viet Nam 
duty. 


The Pentagon said that when 


volunteers for Viet Nam duty 
are qualified and there is a need 
for military occupation special- 
ty, the volunteers are assigned 
before nonvolunteers.

Early Bird 
Launching 
$3.5 Million 


By STERLING P, GREEN 
WASHINGTON (AP) ~ The 


Communications Satellite Corp. 
— Comsat — announced today it 
will pay the government about 
W.5 million to launch its "Early 
Bird" commercial satellite as 
soon as possible after March 1. 


The contract, signed by Com- 


sat and 
the 
Natinnal 
Aero- 


nautics and Space Administra- 
tion, commits NASA to perform 
similar launchings at Comsat's 
option after July 1.. Ultimately, 
the earth will be circled with 
satellites for a permanent sys- 
tem of telephone, message and 
television transmission. 


The Early Bird will be placed 


in synchronous orbit — that is, 
standing" at 22,300 miles alti- 


tude above a fixed spot in the 
Atlantic — with NASA providing 
the launch vcniclc and services, 
telemetry and tracking data. 


Once successfully in orbit, the 


satellite will be turned over to 
Comsat. If tests are successful, 
commercial service should start 
about 
two months after 
the 


launching. The target date for 
permanent, full-scale 
commer- 


cial service is 1067. 


The contract calls for Comsat 


to reimburse NASA for "actual 
governmental costs incurred for 
launches, whether or not suc- 
cessful," the corporation said, 
and the payment per launch "is 
on the order of $3.5 million." 


"NASA will also provide a 


backup 
launch . in the event 


'Early Bird' is unsuccessful," 
the announcement said. 


Technically, three satellites of 


the 
high-altitude, synchronous 


type would suffice for global 
communications service — one 
each over the Atlantic, Pacific 
and Indian oceans. Comsat has 
indicated it. would also need 
three standby satellites, to be 
launched in case an orbiting 
satellite fails.

Baltimore's

the Browns' defense, poorest in

tics, and expose their pass de- 
fenders as inept pretenders. 


To the contrary, Ryan was 


thrown for a loss only once. The

three touchdown passes and out- 
played the great Unitas. 


Collins set a playoff record by 


grabbing three scoring passes 
and Brown bulldozed the Colts' 
league-leading defense for 114 
yards on 27 carries and also 
caught three passes for 37 addi- 
tional yards.

I a hit or miss business, conduct- 
ed mostly by small farmers try- 
ing to supplement their incomes. 


Now 98 per cent of Arkansas' 


poultry is produced under con- 
tract which guarantees the pro- 
ducer's profit through a link with 
a processing company. 


Many companies — the so- 


called fully integrated firms — 
handle every phase of the busi- 
ness from hatching to freezing. 
Others provide the farmer with 
chicks and feed and pay him a 
flat rate for the number of 
pounds he puts on the biro's.
